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PUNJAB  ACT  No.  3 of  1911 

An  Act  to  make  better  provision  for  the  Administra- 
tion of  Municipalities  in  1Punjab. 


Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  make  better  provision 
for  the  administration  of  municipalities  in  Punjab.  It 
is  hereby  enacted  as  follows  : — 


CHAPTER  I. 


Preliminary
